the 


carpenters' union- was a new organi- 
zation-, and liable to do some things 
that an older body would not do. He 
•will probably see some of the dele- 
gates of the carpenters' union this 
evening and talk the situation over 
with them. 


In talking of the strike question at 


the present time, Mr. McLean said: 
"This weather has a wonderful in- 
fluence over men. 
They are hot,ir- 


ritable and wrought up, and a thing 
'that they would pay no atetntlon to 
iinder ordinary circumstances, now 


' riles them up and causes them to do 
things and say things that ordinarily 
they would not." 


Mr. McLean just spent 
several 


weeks in Milwaukee in the interests 
of the strikers there, and is 
now 


•working away from Milwaukee to- 
wards the South. 
He expects to go 


to Birmingham, Ala., but not iintil 
the weather cools off some.
